A* to tbe ordinary error of killing 
sows before, tbeir age of usefulness 
baa expired, tbe question Is not so 
complicated, although the reason can¬ 
not so easily lie explained, and no ef¬ 
fort at explanation will be made. It 
is a common custom to butcher a sow 
Just after she has produced and nursed 
her second litter. This is an extrava¬ 
gant practice. The sow may still be 
good for a score of pig*. By all means 
give her a chance to show her further 
ability. Ia nine cases out of tea it 
will pay.

With my own 
eyes I saw such men lying dying lu 
the covered streets and bazaars of 
Marrakesh. 

Whence come nil tbe hnpless crea 
tores sold every year literally like cat 
tie In this way'/ They have been raid¬ 
ed from defenseless villages ns far 
sonth ns the Niger Itself—a region per¬ 
haps se\'en months* distant from tbe 
8ok-el-.\bId of Mnrrnkesb. For hun¬ 
dreds of years these Arabs havr* l een 
slave raiders, and the pen-"/ of six 
months’ convict labor ~u a large fine 
does not nppenr to I _• u sufflcleut‘de¬ 
terrent, for the profits are enormous 
and the raiding Aral* are never so 
happy as when they are fighting.
